MONEY MAY NOT BE NEEDED. 

Some authority points out that Japan has 
trade balances to its credit in Britain and the 
United States amounting to one hundred million 
pounds. If that is the case, it is hardly in need 
of financial assistance from other countries to re- 
pair the damages of the disaster that has befallen 
it. Charity of course urges that contrikutions be 
sent, but if the far eastern empire has its finances 
in the good order indicated it is better able to re- 
build its own cities than most other countries are 
to help.

EVIDENCE OF GOOD MANAGEMENT.
